2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim limitations) a method for 
producing a polarized electrode for an electric double layer capacitor wherein the die- 
coating method according to the step of c') is a method such that the electrode active 
material composition is supplied from an ink pan filled with the electrode active material 
composition to the die head via a switching valve by an ink supply pump and at the time 
of non-application the switching valve is switched to return the electrode active material 
composition to the ink pan (claims 4, 8, 12).
